In order to show that the Times is 


either under tribute to the piotectionisi 
managers or is ignorant of the facto re- 
garding Mr. Strubinger's campaign we 
have taken tbe trouble to look over the 
field in this county and can assure our 
readers that after interviewing promi- 
nent party workers and Democratic 
voters from many of the election dis- 
tricts, that we fail to find any opposition 
to Mr. Strubinger manifesting itself in 
the country districts.

The expectation that E. V. Debs 


Piesident of the American Railway 
Union, would take the stand last week 
before the National Labor Commission 
attracted an unusually large number of 
spectators. Debs testified that he was 
opposed to a strike. He then continued • 
"I twice went to G. M Pullman, and to 
the town of Pullman to thoroughly in- 
vestigate the conditions existing at the 
car shops. I found the employes were 
not only not gelling wages enough to 
live, but weie daily getting deeper into 
debt to the Pullman Company. Xo mat- 
ter how offensive the conditions were 
there, the men were obliged to submit to 
them. 


"When I found out all these things I 


immediately determined that the A. 11 
U. should go to the assistance of these 
unfortunate people." 


Mr. Debs then told of the several tail- 


ures of tlie A. II. U. to secure iirbitra- 
tion from the Pullman Company, and 
the subsequent inauguration of the 
strike. 


"Not only did the employes of the va- 


rious railway companies strike because 
of tlie injustice being done to the Pull- 
man employes, but ljecau.se the various 
loads had grievances of their own, which 
I shall proceed in time to show. We 
used our influence to prevent, strikes 
during the World's Fair, ;us we did not 
lelieveiLjust to the public to inaugurate 
i strike at such a time. 


"1 had no voice in 01 tiering this strike

Novelties in lee. 


Even- user of ice knows the diilicultv 


and the trouble of cutting ice for the 
water pitcher or for a glass, to say noth- 
ing of the upheaval necessary iu'the re- 
frigerator before the ic« can be reached 
when it can be counted upon to split up 
into pieces that are just what is not re- 
quired. 


The new form of ice will be known as 


•cube ice." 
It is obtained by the water 


being frozen in a machine from which 
the ice emerees in the usual-sized blocks 
but "cubed" or sub-divided to such an 
extent that a tap »ith an ice pick (not a 
blow) will be sufficient to break it up in- 
to regular iuch and a half cubes, a dozen 
of which can be dropped without trouble 
into the ice pitcher, or one into a goblet 
for individual use. Oa each of the cubes 
will appear the trade-mark of the maker 
to serve as a guarantee of genuineness. ' 


The invention is the utilizing of the 


well-known fact that when two blocks 
of freshly-frozen ice are placed in contact 
they will adhere so strongly that the 
larger block thus formed will break at -A 
new place rather than at the point of 
joining, until it is removed to a wanner 
temperature, when it will readily split at 
the original juncture. 


All that is necessary with the cube ice 


is to allow the block w become warmed 
to the temperature of the refrigerator 
when the temperature becomes normal 
and the melting ceases : then the blortc 
weighing 20 pounds can be easily split 
up into 020 cubes, like detaching po,t:tge 
stamps from a sheet.

and adopted as a Southern war song 
forms a romantic and interesting inci- 
dent of the civil war. The music at first 
chosen was Frederic Berat's "Ma Nor- 
mandie," but that was soon "swept 
away," to use Mr. Bandall's own lan- 
guage, when the lovely Germnn lyric 
"Tannenbaum, O Tannenbaum," was 
selected as a more spirited air. 


Shortly after the battle of Manassas, 


General 
Beauregard 
invited several 


Maryland ladies, who were living in Vir- 
ginia, to visit his headquarters, near 
Fairfax Court-house. The ladies and 
their escorts encamped the first night at 
Manassas, where they were serenaded by 
the famous Washington Artillery, of 
New Orleans. The boys iu gray, at the 
close of the serenade, called for a song 
from the ladies, and Miss Jennie Gary, 
standing at the door of the tent, sang 
"My Maryland." 
The refrain was 


quickly caught up by the soldiers, and 
the camp rang with the words "Mary- 
land, My Maryland." As the last notes 
died away the wild Confederate yell was 
given, with "three cheers and a tiger for 
Maryland.'1

China—Japan. 


A dispatch from Shanghai to a news 


agency in this country says a letter receiv- 
ed in Chee Foo, dated 24th, from Chenral- 
x>, Corea, re-asserts that the Japanese 
were uefcaU-d by the Chinese at 
Ping 


Yang. Thirteen transports conveyed by 
nineteen war ships arrived in the estuary 
of Taston Kang on the 18th inst., anil 
anded a force of 7,«M)men, who advanced 
upon Ping Yang. When midway between 
ihe landing places and their objective 
xjint, the Japanese were attacked by the 
Chinese cavalry, who succeeded in divid- 
ng advancing columns into two parts. 
Thereupon the Chinese artillery poured a 
icavy lire into the Japanese ranks, create 
ng almost a panic. The Japanese retreat- 
ed in disorder to the shore where the ad- 
i-ance of the Chinese was checked by the 
ire from the guiis of the Japanese fleet. 
The Japanese lost 1,300 men. 
The coun- 


try is being scoured by Chinese cavalry, 
who have taken many prisoners and be- 
headed a hundred stragglers. 


Some Cumberland county people who 


drove to Gettysburg this week were favor- 
ably impressed with the general good roads 
in Adams county.

YORK INTERVIEW. 


How tlie Correspondent Received 


His Information. 


From the York Age. 


The special dispatch which appeared in 


the Philadelphia Times of Tuesday last, in 
which Peter H. Strubinger, Esq., the 
Democratic candidate for Congress, and 
prominent Democrats were criticised and 
a superhuman effort made to destroy the 
Democratic party in this county, was, it 
seems, inspired through Republican agen- 
cy. 0. P. Waters, a deposed school

torial and Legislative ticket, and misrep- 
resent the York Court Democracy gener- 
ally. 


Waters, whose hatred of the Catholic 


people IH very bitter and pronounced, is 
very active in the secret societies against 
the Catholics, and to make his animosity 
felt, in gratification of. his spleen, uses his 
influence iu such quantity as it may exist 
in these orders, to antagoni/.e every Dem- 
ocratic candidate who may be a Catholic 
or is iu any way connected with a Catho- 
lic family. 


When Kellers-, who probably was never 


in York in his life before, arrived he was 
token in charge by the Catholic Scalping 
Waters and driven out to Willow Bridges, 
for the purpose of interviewing Mr. C. F. 
Black, with which very distinguished gen- 
tleman Waters boasts to have the most con- 
lidcntial relations and access to at all 
hours. From the special in the Times, 
the reader is led to believe that this inter- 
view was fruitful of results, and that ap- 
parently /Sellers gave audience to a won- 
derful tale of woe and predictions of Dem- 
ocratic disaster in York county, which 
was very pleasing to his and the serpent 
Waters' ears, After departing from the 
shades of Willow Bridges, the officious 
and well greased Waters next conducted 
tellers to the office of W. F. Bay Stewart, 
Ksq., with the view of securing an inter- 
view with that gentleman regarding the 
condition of York county politics for Re- 
publican use, where Waters says they were 
also most cordially received. ' After these 
Republican emissaries had sucked both 
these loquacious alleged Democrats dry, 
and trapped them into giving themselves 
"dead away," in the parlance of the street 
gamins, the interviewers departed with 
concealed glee at the successful issue of 
their duplicity. Mr. James A. Dale, was 
the next political sage visited, and who was 
in anxious waiting to hear the result of his 
agents various pilgrimages. The trio, Zel- 
lere, Waters, and Dale, Republicans, were 
much elated over their successful pumping 
of Messrs. Black and Stewart, Democrats, 
and Waters accordingly applauded if not 
generously rewarded for his bagging of the 
big game.

Waters in a subsequent interview said 


to Mr. Dale that he had now started the 
ball moving and that Republicans like 
Mr. tiale would have to keep it rolling. 
It will be observed from this that the 
7Y/rt/V impertinent and unwarranted in- 
terference in the county and congression- 
al district is all clue to the Republican 
campaign committee and a sap head who 
is by some incomprehensible manner rec- 
ognized by a few men generally supposed 
to be good loyal Democrats and abo ve 
collusion with Republicans and hired as- 
sassins of the Democratic party.

DEATH'S DOINGS. 


Samuel Wolf. 


On Friday evening, after a lingering ill- 


ness, ex-Sheriff Wolf died at his residence 
on "i ork street, this place, aged 66 years 
9 months and 10 days.

Live stock, being a very important 


factor on the farm, should be an object 
of much thought and consideration, on 
the purl of the farmer. It is impossible 
to have too much information on this 
subject, and stock owners should read 
all reliable articles relating to cattle. 
The following, containing several very 
valuable suggestions, we take from the 
Country Gentleman. 


"It is little wonder that some farmers 


find it impossible to keep out of debt, 
and one need not use a microscope to 
find out the reason. I am quite familiar 
with the way the live-stock is fed and 
managed on most of the farms of my 
neighborhood, and on nearly half of 
them the feeding and care is such as to 
involve loss enough to make a man poor 
in ten years. One might think that 
these farmers kept their beasts for fun, 
for under the management practiced no 
oue could suspect them of keeping them 
for profit. 


It seems to me that there are more 


leaks and losses in caring for animals 
than in anything else done on the farm, 
and that it is only those farmers who 
love to take care to them, and will no 
more allow their animals to be uncom- 
fortable than they would themselves or 
their families, who can have the best 
success and greatest profit. It costs 
money every day that aa animal is kept 
and it requires intelligence and care to 
get back the cost and an added profit. 
If a man runs a mill or threshing ma- 
chine, which requires the expense of sev- 
eral men to keep going, should so man- 
age as to run it for days at a time and do 
nothing, his folly would equal that of a 
farmer who, after feeding his live-stock 
for three or six months, finds it to be 
worth no more than at the beginning of 
the period. 


Let me tell what I have seen in my 


own neighborhood. 
Here is farmer'A. 


who has a great idea of raising calves. 
and nearly every year buys so many that 
the milk is not sufficient to keep them 
thrifty. Then to make matters worse 
he feeds three or four from a single 
trough, and while this will answer for 
pigs, it will not for calves, fcr one calf 
will often drink three times as fast as 
another, or one will get the habit of 
sucking the ears of another, and the 
result is sure to be that one of the three 
or four calves gets half or more of the 
milk, and one or two of them get long- 
haired and illshapen—in short, starved. 
Then, also this farmer has no regular 
time to feed; to-day he wants to go to. 
town after supper and feeds at five 
o'clock, to-morrow he is awa\ and I hear 
him calling his calves at half past seven 
or eight o'clock to give them their sup- 
per. Some times he feeds the milk warm 
and then he is in a hurry and gives it to 
them cold, and then the calf that needs 
it the most often will not eat at all. 
The queer thing about it is that Farmer 
A. never seems to be discouraged or 
suspect anything wrong with his man- 
agement, although nearly every year a 
valuable Jersey calf dies, and his calves 
are stunted pitiable looking objects. 


Neighbor Ii, on a 50-acre farm, keeps 


only tareecows; and with stable room 
for six. I have known him to turn his 
cows out into a bleak field, with nothing 
but a rail fence to shelter them, every 
night Uirough the winter. Whether it 
rained or snowed, or mercury was below 
zero, or whatever else happened, those 
cows 'vent out to the field ; and it is 
easily understood that milk and butter 
were scarce in the winter on that farm, 
and that half the food was used in main- 
taining vital heat. 


Farmer C's trouble was like the 


makers of the "witches' broth"—"Doub- 
le, double, toi. and trouble"—for he al- 
ways kept scrub stock because he start- 
ed that way; nobody wanted to buy it, 
and he was always overstocked. 
He 


was as badly oil in this respect ;is the 
Jew clothier, who solemnly assured i 
customer that he was selling him goods 
at two-thirds what he had paid for them, 
and when asked how he made a living 
trading in that way, answered: "Pecos 
I sells so many of them.'" Positively, 
Farmer C loses money on every animal 
he raises, but tben you know he has a 
great many animals, and in a few years

Hints for tlic Horse Breeder. 


The Stable — Oood Mnres and Colts — "So 


Hoof, Ko Home." 


It is unwise to rear colts from old, 


womout mares that are good for noth- 
ing else. The mares should be in prime 
of life and strength, full of vigor and 
health, says M. Suanner Perkins in the 
Ohio Far 
\Vhat wonder is it that

he has grown a thrifty mortgage on his 
farm. 
I have known him to winter 


eight or ten cattle and twenty-five hogs, 
find his barn and crib empty by the first 
of March, buy feed to carry his live-stock 
to grass, and the entire lot would not 
iiave sold in Alay for as much money as 
they would have brought the previous 
October. I doubt if in five years past he 
has once had pasture that lasted through 
the season, or enough hay to winter his 
stock. 


Farmer 1) has a dairy of good Jersey 


cows, and I think feeds and cares for 
them fairly well, but I have known him 
to turn twenty heifera—most o£ them 
due to calves in the spring—into a wood 
lot to winter, without shelter, and feed 
them so that 20 per cent, of the food was 
wasted, and then when we add the extra 
food required to warm them up in bad 
weather, we may conclude that about 
one-half the food was wasted. There 
are a few simple rules in the care of 
live-stock of all k:uds, which if oliserved 
will nearly always make stock growing 
profitable: 


1. Start with good animals. It costs 


but little more to do this than to start 
with scrubs. The service of thorough- 
bred males costs, in modern times, so 
little, and in most localities they are- so 
easily accessible, that no farmer can 
afford to use a scrub. The farmer 
who persistently breeds from thorough- 
bred sires, will improve his stock con- 
tinually. 


1. Xever keep more stock than you 


are sure that you can feed well. The 
farmer who overstocks his pastures, 
damages his land, and is at the mercy of 
the weather, for <>.very drouth brings bis 
cattle to a starvation diet, and olten 
makes them breachy, and the farmer 
who attempts to winter more stock than 
his feed is sufficient for, is sure to find 
stock-growing unprofitable. 


3. Feed all meat animals for early 


maturity. One farmer will attain a 
weight of 200 pounds on hi? spring pigs 
at six or seven months old, and get the 
top prices for them, and he will make 
clieav meat, for there will be no check 
in growth from birth to maturity, and 
no coM weather feeding. 
Another 


fanner will neglect his pigs until they 
become unthrifty and feed them till mid- 
winter, and then sell fUty pounds lighter 
than his wise neighbor. 


One farmer sells his steera at two years 
old for more money than his neighbor 
gets at three years old. To develop an 
animal early requires a well-balanced 
ration, regular feeding, a comfortable 
tied, shelter in winter, and conscientious 
care, and the farmer who gives this will 
find that it pays. We learn slowly, but 
when I remember how, in my boyhood, 
live-stock was neglected almost univers- 
ally, and every spring many cattle ami 
hogs died from neglect and starvation. I 
can see that there has been great im- 
provement, and I feel encouraged to 
preach the gospel of good fanning, and 
1 also try to practice what I preach.

many of the colts produced on the farm 
show no better quality when mares are 
worked hard all their lives, and when 
tliej- can no longer stand that and are 
about ready to die, are placed in the 
breeding stud ? 


On no account think that,by putting a 


poor, weedy rnare to a good stallion.sat- 
isl'actory results can be obtained. The 
mare must be sound, roomy, of good 
temper and constitution. 
One parent 


will not entirely influence the offspring. 
Both must be desirable specimens if a 
profitable stock of colts is to be reared. 


Why is it farmera use geldings largely 


for farm work when mares are as good 
or better for labor and will produce a 
colt a year apiece besides, and still be in 
condition for ordinary work the most of 
tlie time V A good colt to sell occasion- 
ally certainly comes in handy and ma- 
terially augments the receipts for the 
year. 


Some care should be exercised In plan- 


ning tlie stable so that it may be cheerful 
and comfortable for its occupants. It 
should always be located on a high, dry 
spot, from which there is good drainage. 
As the horse is native to fie dry, lofty 
table lands of central Asia, lie is especi- 
ally injured by being kept in damp lo- 
cations. 
Then, too, there should be 


plenty of windows to admit light, for au 
animal so sensitive to depressing sur- 
roundings as the horse, should be allow- 
ed all of the brightness of the day that 
can be made available. Too much em- 
phasis cannot be put upon good ventila- 
tion. The foul carbonic acid gas and 
ammonia given off through respiration 
and from the manure are exceedingly 
poisonous to both eyes and lungs of the 
horse, and is no doubt a fruitful source 
ot ocular and pulmonary diseases. Tlie 
free use of plaster will tend to fix the 
ammonia and thus do away with much 
of the evil effect of the injurious gases. 


If we are to keep any horse at all, why 


not keep a good one 'f 
It costs no more 


(nor as much) to feed a valuable animal 
than it docs to keep a poor one in condi- 
tion. Tlie trouble is with the horse that 
the country is inundated with a cheap 
grade of "plugs" that never can begin 
to pay breeders the cost of their raising. 
To be sure, the size and style of a horse 
must of course be influenced by the la- 
for to which he is to be put, but there 
are some general points to be cultivated 
more or less perfectly in every horse— 
points that to the horseman at once dis- 
tinguish the intelligent, blooded animal 
from the scrub. Choose, as far as possi- 
ble, a horse with large, dilatable nostrils; 
a full, deer-like eye; broad forehead ; 
neck of medium length, with gentlecurve 
to form a well pronounced crest; chest 
deep to give room to lungs and heart i 
shoulder sloping; back short above, long 
below and well ribbed up; limbs with 
large, bony joints, loaded with hard 
muscles above knees and hocks but 
smooth mid flat below these joints; also 
legs well let down at knees and hocks. 
Of course the surest way to find out a 
good horse is to try him, but. attention 
to above points will aid one in making a 
good selection. 


Ilow dependent upon the shoeing is a 


horse's value and usefulness, and yet 
how little science is often shown in treat- 
ing that most important organ, the hoof. 
"Xolioof, no horse'' is certainly not to 
be denied. It is well to remember that 
the lighter the shoe consistent with size 
and work of a horse the better; also 
small nails, and let them be driven out 
ind clinched before going far up the 
hoof. Tlie wall 'alone needs paring; the 
sole will Hake itself naturally. Never 
reduce the frog. Xever file outside of 
hoof. 


Cut Feed i'or Working Horses. 
While horses are working, whatever 


lelps make digestion easier gives so 
much additional power to be expended 
n doing the work to which they are set. 
This is one reason why cut feed, moist- 
ened and mixed with finely-ground meal, 
s preferable to whole grain and lacut 
lay. 
The saving of food is another 


eason. Where whole grain is fed a con- 
iderable portion of it is voided undi- 
gested in the excrement. Of course it 
does little or no good. The best cut 
feed is made by mixing cut clover hay 
moistened with oats and corn ground 
together. 
On this feed horses will work 


day after day, and if care is taken not to 
gall their shoulders in beginning they 
will gain flesh while working. A strong, 
well-fed horse is none the worse for 
working every day in the year.—A meri- 


A Practical Darning Mncliinc. 
Once more a woman has covered her- 


sel f with glory. It may not be the same 
sort of fame that the summer girl yearns 
for, but it will be good, sound glory just 
the same, for she has invented a regular 
household angel. When one thinks of 
the millions of hours that are wasted by 
women trying to flll up the holes that 
small boys and grown up men bring out 
of the heels and toes of hosiery, and then 
look at tlie invention, it makes one won- 
der why nobody has been inspired before 
this to invent a darning machine. 


This one, which a New York woman 


suggested and her husband carried out, 
is a regular little loom. It will darn any 
liole up to two and a half iuchesone way 
nnd five the othur. There is a flat wood- 
n piece that is inserted in the stocking 
under the space needing darning. Then 
ttie loom shuts on over it. The holes 
should at first be surrounded us in darn- 
ing by hand. A needle threaded with 
the darning cotton or yarn starts at one 
corner of the space to be attended to and 
the wan' is put on to the little loom with 
this. There are two sets of teeth just 
.is in a silk or cotton loom, which are 
worked by a simple little thumb lever 
and the needle thrusts the width of the 
darn under one set of the threads of the 
wiirp. The lever is then pushed down 
and the alternative set of threads is lift- 
ed for the needle to lie passed under 
again. It is done in no time. Anybody 
can handle it, and, reidly, it is more fun 
,han knitting, while it is so smooth that 
the men folks can't object to it with any 
sense or say darns hurt their fret. 


The woman who devised it ought to re- 
ceive the combined thanks of the nation 
of mothers who are wearing out their 
lives trying to keep np with lively young- 
sters and worn-out knees.

Turkeys With K<iup. 


Ens. COUNTRY GENTLEMAN—What 


is tlie matter with my turkeys and what 
should I do for them ? They are about 
three weeks old and large for their age. 
Were hatched during a very cold, deso- 
late time, which lasted until they were 
almost two weeks old. I had a hard 
time to keep their wants attended to and 
keep them from chilling to death, but 
when the weather cleared up I gave 
them the fullest liberty, and they seem- 
ingly made up for lost time by growing 
tlie fastest of any turkeys I ever saw. 
Then some of them began to develop 
something like gapes in chickens by the 
sneezing sound they made, but further 
on some of them had swollen necks, 111- 
led with air, to all appearances; one 
swelled up on his sido behind the leg. I 
clipped the skin and pressed the air out, 
but it (11 ed again and the turkey died. 
I thought this seemed like roup, and am 
very anxious about the rest ot my llock, 
let it be what it may, as I have lost sev- 
eral. 
Examined throat of one, and 


tongue looked dark and dry and throat 
cnnkeiiHl. They eat until they get very 
badly oil when they seem to choke to 
death. 1 cl ange my gobbler often ; did 
so liist spring. Is it something hered-

The imjnirer's turkeys are doubtless 


alllicted with roup, contracted during the 
two weeks of cold weather which set in 
about the time they were hatched. 
Roup comes like a cold in tlie head, and 
afterward seltli-s in the eves, throat, 
lungs, or whatever happens to be the 
most vulnerable pail, just as a very bad 
'j.)hl does with a hitman being. 


Keep tlie aillicteti fowls comfortably 


warm free from drafts and exposure of 
any kind ; give wholesome stimulating 
food. Aleut sprinkled over with pepper 
is good, and as it is a diseasi: of the 
blood, administer some such purifying 
remedy as liower of sulphur, and put a 
few drops daily of carbolic acid in the 
drinking water. 


The remedies for roup are many and 


various. One professes to have cured it 
with wizard nil, half a teaspoonfui in 
half a glass of v uter, with which tlie 
throat and other affected parts were 
thoroughly moistened, as often as three 
or four times a day, probably. 


Another recommends kerosene. Says 


with a small can he saturated their heads 
and threw .some down their throats, 
which relieved them in a short time. 
One or two applications cured all except 
the worst cas-s which rei|iiired three or 
lour. 


Others have used turpentine and sweet 


oil, anointing freely the purls affected. 
One imi.st he very careful, though, in 
using severe remedies upon little turkeys 
—they ure so very tender and easily in- 
jured or killed outiijjht. 


The sick birds should be separated 


from the rest of the llock, and all moved 
10 different parts of the premises. Their 
old run or feeding place should he clean- 
ed up thoroughly, and coops whitewash- 
ed with fresh lime and a few ounces of 
crude carbolic acid. Sprinkle some oi 
the same over the contaminated yard, 
and .sc.iUl all diinking pans and feeding 
troughs ami rinse them with diluted 
carbolic acid.

safest plan when our (locks become dis- 
eased or unsatisfactory from any cause 
is to get an entire new stuck,

very sure it is an improvement you are
